leading to a sense of unity in peoples 
conscious, promoting brotherhood 
among all races, creeds and persons. 

It is also to promote and encourage 
the study of the science, philosophy 
and religion of Spiritualism and all 
related subjects which pertain to the 
nature of man at all levels and his 
relationship with God, using all avail- 
able means of mass and individual 


communication to attain this goal. Also 
to sponsor and support financial and 
endowment programs and _ activities 
which may be deemed appropriate or 
desirable to encourage those deemed 
worthy of such assistance and facilities 
offered by Camp Serenity. 

The object of Camp Serenity is the 
study of the phenomena, the promotion 
of the science, and the promulgation of 
the philosophy and religion of 
Spiritualism.

Nature’s Selective Principle 


Spirit materialization, or sometimes 
referred to as etherealization, is indeed 
an amazing fact of nature. What better 
physical and spiritual proof could an 
investigator require than to see before 
his very eyes, under conditions and 
precautionary measures which would 
preclude the possibility of deception, the 
materialization of an additional form 
or forms that are recognizable, ani- 
mate, and the intelligent personality of 
excarnate individuals. 

By what process of nature is the fact 
of spirit materialization made possible? 
Nature’s forms are but the materialized 
expression of invisible forces. Man 
cannot create life but he can assist 
nature to produce these forms. How, 
then, does man assist nature to make 
visible what is invisible? 

This law is known as Nature’s Se 
lective Principle. A seed can be planted 
in the proper soil and by the applica- 
tion of heat and adequate moisture, a 
plant can be encouraged to grow to 
maturity. This means that from its 
environment the necessary elements 
and materials can be drawn to produce 
its growth and form. The same law of 
nature applies in the seance room when 
spirit materialization takes place. The 
spirit communicator, by act of will and 
the lowering of his own vibratory 
forces, becomes temporarily earth- 
bound and attracts theforces and mate- 
rial substances from its surroundings 
or environment. This material sub- 


stance, known as Ectoplasm, emanates 
from the bodies of the medium and 
the sitters and the spirit body becomes 
clothed in this substance and becomes 
visible as a separate and distinct ex- 
carnate personality. The density of 
the temporary form thus built will de 
pend upon the knowledge of the spirit 
operator as well as the nature and 
quality of the forces and material sub- 
stances which produces the forms.
